City schools have generally adopted 
health inspection, while few of the 
rural districts -have done so. De- 
fective eyes, teeth, ears and .throats 
among the.-youth of the rural com- 
munities'have: been found to be due 
largely to conditiong in the 'rural 
schools. Injproper desks and seats 
have caused much spinal-curvature, 
leading to other faulty 'conditions 


Prompt Correction Needed 


"These conditions ,-ought to he

defects arising at their period of 
life as a rule cannot be overcome 
later."

for school .children, .modern water 
supply and sewage .disposal facili- 
ties for farm homos will go far to 
eliminate insanitary.' conditions in 
the country, according to the state 
health^ authorities. The tendency in 
this direction' is already very mani- 
fest, and the next few years are ex- 
pected to show a wonderful advance 
In. the adoption of these 
sanitary

In a letter to Congressman Gilbert A. Currie of Michigan 


the attorney general says that most, of the fires alleged to have 
been started by enemy aliens are nothing more than the fiction of 
the newspapers. It is all part of the game of the newspapers to 
work on the hysteria ci; peopie. The letter of Attorney General 
Gregory in part follows: 


"The public assumes that there is a great deal of enemy 


activity going on in this country, and it is but natural that 
vague rumors arc magnified into definite and sensational 
stories. 
The talk of damage done by enemy aliens in caus- 


ing incendiary fires is an illustration of this. Repeatedly, 


• both in reputable newspapers and in publications gotten 


out by citizen societies, exaggerated statements are made as 
to the amount of damage. Statistics show that, considel- 
irig the vastly increased value of merchandise and plants, 


• 
the actual fire loss to property of all descriptions in 1917 
was not appreciably larger than that of the year of 1913. 
Likewise, the report recently made by the National'Board 
of Fire Underwriters shows in substance that during the 
last year not one fire has been clearly proven to be the work 
of alien enemies, and a recent conference in the Treasury 
Department of all the men in all departments charged "with 
protection- of plants and supplies, it was stated without dis- 
sent that no instance was known of a fire caused withic the 
last year by alien enemies. 


"This does not mean that there is little danger to be 


v apprehended from enemy alien activities. On the contrary, 


the most careful watchfulness is constantly necessary; but 
I cite this illustration to you to show you how unfounded 
are some of the extraordinary stories now in circulation."

Reports .have 
icen received f rom industrial centers 
that, potatoes were scarce. -For in- 
stance it was said- that the city of 
>Iilwaukee could USE four carloads 
i 'day, but was unable to get them. 
"From.the potato growing section it 
vas reported that producers 'Were 
lolding their crop for a higher price 
and the claim also was made'that 
hero was a shortage ^.of cars. 


P. C. Eldredge of Milwaukee, a 


member, produced records to-show 
hat there was'no car-shortage. Mr. 
Dldredge said that cars now. .were 
eing used for cordwood which couid 
e assigned to the potato centers. 
To get the facts the. Council has 


ent its marketing agent to pota- 


shipping centers. His work .'will 


be to aid the producer in finding a 
market and to keep the supply need- 
ed in the cities in transit. 


In the meantime the Council aska 


those who have romplaints about 
cars to report their troubles. The, 
Council's one object is to help mar- 
ket the 1917 crop so that the pro- 
ducer will not suffer and .the con- 
sumer will be able to get potatoes. 
The 1917 crop must be marketed and 
used soon before the 1918 potato is 
ready for the market.
